Expert Telegraphers in League With Train Robbers

Jesse P. Reinach, expert telegrapher, was | 
arrested while ticking off a message in 
cipher code Sunday on the top floor of the 
Union Station. 

Detectives Gallagher’ and Howard | 
swooped upon Reinach as his nimble fingers | 
were bucy on the keys. Before he could fin- 
ish the telegram he felt the hands of the 
law on his shoulders. 

Reinach was taken at once to the Four 
Courts holdover. His arrest was kept quiet 
wntil Detective John F. Thompson arrived 
from Chicago Tuesday morning. 

Reinach is accused of complicity in a 
shrewd scheme by which the American and 
other express campanies have been robbed 
during the past month. Forged telegraph 
moneys orders have been. cashed at various 
offices of the several companies in the 
United States on the receipt of false tele- 
grams, appearing to have been sent from 
the main offices. 

A few hours before Reinach’s arrest O. 
P. Dillon had been captured in Chicago 
and had made there a comfessicn implicat- 
ing Keinach. On this information he was 
apprehended. 

Reinach was telegraphing to 
the Yme of his arrest, as the cipher re- 
vealed, its solution having been placed in 
the hands of the police by Dilicn. 

The men Were due to meet in St. Louis 
July 15, where Detective Thompson says 
he was told by Dillon they intended to 
divide the spoils of their last robbery, 
which was perpetrated in Indianapolis, in 
which a money order for $1000 was secured.

LONDON, July 17, 12:45 p. m—The hanghai correspondent of the Daily 
Mail telegraphing under date of July 17, says: 

“The allied troops resumed the attack upon the Chinese walled city of Tien 
Tsin on the morning of July 14, and succeeded in breaching the walls and captur- 
ing all the forts. 

“The Chinese were completely routed, 
the native city and its defences. 

“The total losses of the allies in the engagement of Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday were about 800 killed or wounded. The casualties were greatest among 
the Russians and Japanese.” 

The guns of the allics did immense damage to the native city, 
many large conflagrations, and finally silenced the majority of the enemy’s guns 
simultaneously. Then 1500 Russians assisted by small parties of Germans _and 
French, assaulted and captured eight gurts that were in position on the railway 
embankment and the fort, the magazine of which the French subsequently blew up. 

A body of American, British, Japanese and Austrian troops then made a sor- 
tie and attacked the west arsenal, which the Chinese had reoccupied. After three 
hours of the hardest fighting yet experienced, the Chinese fled.

American Officer Tells the Post-Dispatch That We 
Must Avenge Our Dead, But That It Will Be a 
Fight Against Impossible Odds.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—One of the highest officers of the army who, for obvious 
reasons, did not want his name published, said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“The serious thing about this Tien Tsin battle is that the allied forees have made 
the same discovery that the British did in thetr conflict with the Boers. They find 
they have underrated their enemy, who is found to be equipped with the latest 
arms of precision and imbued with a fiendish fanaticism that makes him utterly dis- 
regardful of death. 


“This will be the most serious war since the days of Napoleon.and one into which 
the United States is bound to be drawn if the atrocious treatment of the American 
minister and other Americans be confirmed. Not to avenge thelr deaths. would 
humiliate us in the sight of the whole world, civilized and barbarous, 


“This war in China a very serious matter for every American officer and 
man. Although we al! «xpect to be ordered there, I candidly regard such «@ 
command as equivalent to a death warrant. It will be a war against such fright- 
ful <«lds that hope of complete victory over the Chinese is based upon no tan- 
gible data.

BEFORE EQUALIZATION BOARD. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL CROW 
WANTS SPECIFIC ASSESSMENT. 


This Method Would Involve Litigation 
Which Would Delay Collection of 
Taxes Indefinitely, and an Ad- 
verse Decision Would Be 
Disastrous.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 17.—The 
franchise taxation for the year 10 Will 
probably be decided by the State Board ot 
Equalization some time this week. 

At the hearing Monday there were pres- 
ent the governor, the attorney-general, the 
state auditor and the treasurer. Mr. Les- 
veur, the secretary of state, was absent. 

‘During the argument of Judge Priest a 
sharp colloquy occurred between that gen- 
tleman and Attorney-Genera! Crow, the 
latter contending that the power of the 
board was ample to tax franchises, but ex- 
pressing his opinion that they ought to be 
assessed under that name, rather than as 
in 1899, under the head of ‘‘all other prop- 
erty,”’ after an enumeration of the tangible 
assets of the corporation. 

Judge Priest contended that the board had 
no power to proceed from a principle of 
taxation or assessment, but should be 
guided solely by the statute. He quoted 
from the statutes of 1897 and declared that 
these should be construed without reference 
to the general revenue law of the state. 

Attorney-General Crow, commenting on 
this afterwards, declared that the provi- 
sions cited could not be taken alone, but 
must be construed in the light of the gen- 
eral law and, as franchises were not ex- 
pressly exempted, they should be taxed 
along with the other property. On this point 
Gen. Crow spoke very positively, reiterating 
what he has said during the past two years 
on this point. 

Judge Priest further claimed that tax 
on the franchise of the St. Louis Transit 
Co. was unauthorized because of inequality. 
He cited a number of mercantile and other 
corporations which, he claimed, stood on 
exactly the same basis as the transit com- 
pany. He did not touch, however, upon the 
monopoly element inherent in a corporation 
holding a franchise authorising and requir- 
ee the performance of a public service. 

n this point he claimed that, the fran- 
chise being a source of income, the state 
had no more power to tax it under the laws 
of Missouri than it had to tax the incomes 
of individuals. 

He objected to the form of assessment, 
and indicated the purpose of the company 
to contest if the franchise were taxed 
specifically. 

Members of the board were noncommittal 
as to their final action. Attorney-General 
Crow insists that there can be no question 
of the power of the board to assess under 
either form, but preferred to specify the 
franchise. By doing so the questions could 
be got before the courts. If the statutes, 
as they stand, do not authorize franchise 
taxation, the question is for the Legislature 
to settle by the enactment of a franchise 
tax law. 

This is Gen. Crow’s view. If the board 
adopts it the effect will be to hang the 
Matter up in court indefinitely, while the 
State and city will go begging for revenue, 
If the board proceeds upon the rule adopted 
last year—that is, includes the franchises 
under the head of all other property—the 
transit company will probably acquiesce, 
and pay up, as they did in 1899. But if the 
franchise is specifically mentioned it will 
throw down the bars to unlimited litigation, 
perhaps fcr years. 

This is the question for the board to de- 
cide. It appears to be simple, but the 
members have not made up their minds. 

Estimates basea upon market quotations 
gc to show that the transit property, in- 
cluding franchise, is now worth $65,000,000. 
If the proportion adopted last year is ad- 
herei to—that is 45 per cent—the assess- 
ment will be for $29,250,000, as against §1&,- 

in 1899. or an increase of 40 per 
cent. This will increase the revenue by 
about $90,900, the total being $310,000 to be 
distributed between city, schools and state.

NEW LONDON, Mo., July 17.—The evi- 
dence in the Jester trial this morning was 
exciting, the star witness being placed on 
the stand. The witness was from Arkan- 
sas and his name ts William W. Shrews- 
bury, who claims to have traveled a great 
deal during his life. 

He swore he saw 
Jester’s wagon. 

He created much amusement: for the 
spectators by his peculiar manner, and es- 
pecially on cross-examination, when he re- 
quested Attorney Cullen not to smile at 
him. 

Shrewsbury testified that in 1871 he lived 
12 miles south of Par's, in Monroe County. 
He saw Jester and young Gates camp by 
the roadside between the town of Renick 
and Middle Grove. It was late in the aft- 
ernoon. His description of the older man 
tallies exactly with Jester’s description at 
that time. The description of the younger 
man tallies with the description of young 
Gates at that time. Shrewsbury spoke to 
the men and the young man told him he 
lived in Illinois. 

On the following day Shrewsbury swore 

he again saw Jester, but this time Jester 
was east of Middle Grove, his team head- 
ing south. Shrewsbury was going in a 
northerly @rection. It seemed to Shrews- 
bury that Jester had attempted to turn 
around too short and had cramped the 
hind wagon that the wheel caught. 
Shrewsbury came up to him from the south 
and went around the wagon to the opposite 
side and took hold of the wheel and helped 
lift it around. Jester got out on the op- 
posite side. 
Shrewsbury raised the sheet 
in the hind wagon and saw the younger 
man, Gilbert Gates, whom he had seen 
the day before in Jester’s company, lying 
in the wagon partly covered with buffalo 
robes. There was some blood on these 
buffalo robes and Shrewsbury is not pasi- 
tive, but is under the impression, that 
there was blood also on the face of the 
young man lying in the wagon. Shrews- 
bury recognized the body in the wagon 
as being the same young man who had on 
the evening previous told him that he was 
going to Illinois. 

Jester saw Shrewsbury look into the 
wagon and told him to come away from 
there, as the boy was drunk. 

In the fall of 1871 Shrewsbury again saw 
Jester, but Jester at that time was in 
the Paris jail. Shrewsbury talked to him 
through one of the windows and asked him 
if he remembered their meeting and 
whether he remembered af his, Shrews- 
bury’s, helping him with his wagon, when 
he said the boy was drunk. The witness 
says he told Jester through the. bars of 
the jail that he believed the boy was dead 
at the time he saw him  %Iying in the 
wagon. He said that Jester replied that 
if he, Shrewsbury, swore cto this story he 
would send him to the penitentiary far 
perjury. 

Jesier’s attorney asked the witness if he 
knew his iife was in danger if he swore 
to false testimony when a man’s life was 
ut stake. The witness said that he did. 


While Mr. A. A. Gates was standing on 
corner of a business street in this city 
a number of mover’s wagons came driving 
by. As the old man stood gazing at the 
outfits, he remarked to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent: 

“I was just looking at that outfit, which 
reminds me of Jester and my son. Since

Tells the Post-Dispatch That the Loss 
of Col. Liscum and Disaster in 
First Fight May Have Se- 
riously Depressing Effect.

Miles to the Post-Dispatch.) 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—The death of 
such a brave commander as Col, ‘Liscum 
is a serious loss to the country. He was 
wounded during the Civil war and brevetted 
for gallant service. He was severely wound- 

ed at Santiago and is now killed in China. 

Tine heroic fortitude of the Ninth Infantry 
is very gratifying to all Americans, who are 
proud to know they have such officers and 
men in the regular army who fight for the 
welfare of their country and the interests 
of mankind in either hemisphere. 

he loss of prestige is also unfortunate, 
as the first affair, whether it be a skirmish 
or battle,’ is likely to encourage the suc- 
cessful force and have a depressing effect 
on the defeated troops.

SAN FRANC ISCO. July 17.—Lieutenant-

This was followed by nervow 
prostration More recently I have been 
attacked by hemorrhages. The strain 
have endured during this fight has told on 
me. 

“I am 52 years of age, but having never 
indulged in excesses, I expect to survive 
and win this fight.’’ 

Mr. McCann asked with almost pathetic 
earnestness many details about work- 
house life, and seemed gratified at some 
of the answers to his questions. He thought 
that he would be able to serve out his sen- 
tence if he could get plenty of pure alr, 
but he instinctively shrank from squalid 
environment. 

On the eve of his transfer to the work- 
house Mr. McCann prepared a statement 
for the Post-Dispatch of the struggle that 
has brought upom him the present extrem- 
ity. This is the statement: 

In 1897 a case similar to the present one was 
dismissed. This was the beginning of the long 
controversy. Then 1 appeared before the city board 
of ecwalization and demanded an equalization of 
the laws of taxation, showing where the grossest 
sort of discrimination existed, and among other 
things the seizure and other abuses of citizens in 
violation of section 4 of the bill of rights of the 
constitution. 

The cardinal point I made was that all const!- 
tutional forms of government were designed [0 
promote the general welfare and that al) persons 
were declared to have a natural right to life, lib- 
erty and equal enjoyment of the law; and that to 
secure these rights is the principal aim of sach 
governments, and when it fails to secure these 
rights it fails in the design for which it was 
formed. 

I then argued that the failure to properly tax the 
privileges of franchise holding corporations led 
to a shortage in the revenues of the state, and in 
order to make them good it was necessary to make 
depredations on the people in the name of revenue 
made up for the most part of licenses, permitting 
persons to use thelr brains and bodies. 

The city board of equalization refused any ac 
tion in the premises I then announced in the 
press that I would not pay any taxes on my liberty 
unless the lawful taxes on franchises were paid. 
My first arrest followed. I refused to pay. The 
license commissioner brought suit. I defended 
the case, writing my own brief. Judge VPeabody 
fined me and in doing.so expressed the belief that 
there should be no such revenues as the personal 
tax, but that he felt impelled by the law in the 
Case to convict me. I took the case to the Court 
of Criminal Correction. 

‘hen came the investigation into taxes generally. 
I defended 150 personal property tax cases on the 
ground that they were also infringements on the 
bill of rights and were not necessary revenue. 

Considerable interest was taken in the contro- 
versy about this time and an organization was 
formed. It was known as the Equal Taxation Com- 
mittee. 

On March 26, 1898, I appeared before the city 
board and filed an appeal on the same lines tbat I 
had filed in 1897, reciting 100 specific items of privi- 
leged and franchise holding property, including real 
estate, in which exemption amounted to $100,- 
000,000, This is a matter of record, and a copy 
of the brief is in the hands of A. B. Green of the 
sjoard of Education. 

The City Board of Equalization increased the as- 
sessment of street railways from $5,500,000 to $23,- 
000,000 on this showing, but City Counselor Schnur- 
macher rendered an opinion that the Board of 
Equalization had no power to do this. The board 
then reduced the assessment to about $7,000,900. 

I took the matter to the State Board of Equali- 
zation. The state board disclafmed jurisdiction, 
but a majority of its members stood with me. in- 
eluding Gov. Stephens and Attorney-General Crow. 
In order to settle the question of jurisdiction they 
decided to bring a test case in the Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court hell with the three that the 
atate board had jurisdiction. 

I then presented a list of about 
franchise owning corporations in Missouri, includ- 
ing all the street railways of St. Louis. showing the 
actual values of these companies’ holdings, and the 
sums they were assessed. I showed that ther were 
not assessed according to their true va'uafions, and 
demanded that thev he properly assessed, 

I remained at Jefferson City four months a*tend- 
ing to this matter before the state bonrd. Agninst 
me were arravred the attorneys and representatives 
of all the franchise owning corporations. At this 
time the Post-Dispatch opened its columns to me, 
the first St. Lonis paper to permit such a privi- 
lege. It nrinted all of the particulars of the con- 
troversy then being waged. 

The agitation wai precipitated in the last TLeg!is- 
lature. The notoriety It got attracted the atten- 
tion of the neople of he state, and the issue got 
into both party p'atforms at the last conventions. 

Meantime they were pushing me in St. Touts for 
the real estate Iicense I refused to par. Last year 
ther prosecuted me agein, bunt failed to follow up 
the judgment. The Post-Dismtch printed every- 
thing pertaining to this controversy. 

This rear IT brought fhe Laclede Gaslight and the 
Fell Telephone before the board, and a list of 100 
specified cases of lawless escane from taration. 
Meantime the Senate apnointed the Major investt- 
rating committee to look into charges of malad- 
ministration tn St. Lonie. The report of this com- 
mittee affirmed in full the charges I had made. 

All through T have held that these lawless pro- 
ceedings tended to confiscation of the rights of the 
peonle and cited the declaration of indenendence., 
as well as the conetitution of the state. and for the 
tryth of these statements T am found bere. 

The Supreme Conrt did not touch the isene fn 
my case. Thia Is the firet time, hy the war, in 
28 veare, during which I have heen practicing 
hefore that eourt. that I have felt called upon to 
etiticise its decisions. 

I atood on the bill of rights In mv contention he- 
fere that conrt and averred that it was an abroga- 
tion of the old slave constitution toa which the 
decision af the court clune. IT contended that the 
enactment of the license law was In disregard of 
my equal rights as prescribed hy the new const! 
tution. 

The Sunreme Court. in deciding the issue. paid 
no attention to that claim. but held that it hed 
frequently decided that ocenpations were taxable. 
The court eaid that {t wonld not denart from this 
nrecadent, althourh my brief called attention to the 
fact that the constitution bad been amended in this 
reenect. 

To the astonis»ment of the bar of Missonri, the 
court aald that there was such a thing as a_police 
reenlation and without makine any comment on the 
hearing of the police regulation on mv ease, they 
simple reaffirmed the decisions of the lower courts. 

Mr. McCann declared that he would win 
his battle with the law in the end providing 
death did not interfere.

WHITAKER AND EDWARDS. 


LETTERS TO THEM WILL BE FOR- 
CIBLE. 


Chairman Wilson Says Strike Has 
Held the Stage Long Enough and 
a Settlement Is Demanded 
by St. Louis. 


Letters will be sent Tuesday afternoon 
to President Whitaker of the transit com- 
pany and Chairman Edwards of the 
grievance committee of the local street 
car strikers, from the citizens’ arbitra- 
tion committtee demanding that they sub- 
mit their differences to arbitration. 

Messrs Jahn T. Wilsen and L. A. Steber 
of the committee held a conference with 
Mr. Lehmann asking for the same thing. 
Mr. Lehmann’s reply stating that the com- 
pany would not consider the proposition 
to arbitrate was printed in the late edi- 
tions of Monday's Post-Dispatch. 

President Whitaker through the Post- 
Dispatch said that he had heard of no re- 


quest being made on the transit compaiy 
lo submit the troubles tuo arbitration. 

At Monday’s meeting of the arbitration 
committee it was decided to make a formal 
demand for arbitration upon the transit 
company through President Whitaker and 
the board of directems. At the same meet- 
ing it was also agreed to make a demand 
of similam®import upon the strikers, ad- 
cressing the consmunieation to T. B. Ead- 
wards, chairman of the grievance cam- 
mittee. 

“Il have mat drafted these letters vet,” 
Chairman Wiisor stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch Tuesday morning. “They will be 
Written befcre our committee .meeting at 
4 o'clock this afternoor and will be sub- 
mitted to the full cammittee for approval. 
This will be the first time that a formal 
demand for arbitration has been made 
directly to the president and board of 
directors of the transit company, and we 
are desiraus of having them receive the 
communication before giving it to the pub- 
lic. I am at liberty to state that the letter 
will be a srong one and will demand in 
the interest of the public that the matter 
be left to arbitration. 

‘“‘Rach mail brings in more signers to the 
petition. The petition printed in the Post- 
Dispatch is being cit out and signatures 
attached ana sent to us in great numbers. 
The list now is strong, both as to num- 
bers and the character of the citizens 
signing them. The transit company and 
the strikers have held the stage to the 
detriment of the public long enough, and 
a settlement is absoiutely imperative, and 
arbitraticn seems to be the only practical 
solution.’’

Trustee Taylor Said Arrangements 
Had Been Made With Minority 
Stockholders for Payment 
of Debt. 


Trustee ‘Seneca Taylor announced at the 
Courthouse Tuesday afternoon that the 
sale of the 30-year lease of the Hagan 
Opera House, generally known as the Im- 
perial Theater, would be indefinitely post- 
poned and that the advertisement would be 
withdrawn. 

The announcement was made at 2 o’clock, 
the sale hour, and after several theatrical 
managers, all possible purchasers, had 
gathered to watch the bidding. 

Mr. Taylor said the postponement and the 
withdrawal of the saie advertisement were 
the result of the promise of the Havlin- 
Geserich-Delano faction of the stockholders 
to adjust the indebtedness of the company.

VERDICT OF CORONER'S JURY. 


Evidence Disclosed the Horrible Fact 
That the Child Was Run Over a 
Second Time in Extricat- 
ing Her. 


A coroner’s jury Tuesday morning ren- 
dered a verdict of criminal carelessness in 
the case of Elizabeth McDermott, and heid 
Motorman Benjamin Lester responsible for 
her death. 

Lester is one of the men recently employed 
by the transit company. On Thursday eve- 
ning of last week his car ran over and 
killed the McDermott child, only 1 year and 
in front of the McDermott 
residence, 1117 South Sixth street. 

Her aged grandfather, Roger McDermott, 
attempted to save the little girl, when he 
saw the car bearing down on her, and was 
painfully injured in the attempt. 

There = over a dozen witnesses, and all 
of them “oe that the child stepped on 
the track fully 100 feet in front of the car, 
but that Lester did not ring hids bell once, or 
apparently make any effort to stop the car. 

A horrible feature connected with the 
tragedy, if the statements of some of the 
witnesses are true, was that the McDermott 
child was run over a second time while ef- 
forts were being made to extricate her. 

The conductor’s name is J. L. Rames. 
Lester was taken in charge by the police 
at the conclusion of the inquest.

The editor of that organ says he 
will have departments for society interests in other cities be- 
sides New York. How can the Four Hundred be assured that 
all the people whose names get into its official organ in this 
way are strictly “de-luxe?” Is it not too probable that per- 
sons who have no de-luxe binding or high society distinctions 
about them wili be found from time to time in the sacred 
pages supposed to be devoted entirely to the de-luxe ele- 
ment? 

British lords have gone into business and British countesses 
have opened millinery shops.

The first news of the disaster to the allied army at Tien 
Tsin on July 13 was given to the St. Louis public by the Post- 
Dispatch in an extra issued at 9:15 Monday morning. This 
extra was followed at 11:30 by another cantaining the official 
confirmation of the first news, in a dispatch from Admiral 
Remey supplying additional details of casualties in the Amer- 
ican forces. 


The news in these two extras and in the regular 
editions which followed, completely covered all the details of 
the disastrous events of Friday’s fight—so completely that the 
news of the Tuesday morning papers merely repeated that 
of the Post-Dispatch of the day preceding. 

This morning, in an extra issued at 9:15, the Post-Dispatch 
gave the first news of the complete reversal of the tide of 
battle and the winning of a sweeping victory by the allies 
on July 14. That news is confirmed by Admiral Remey in an 
official dispatch, and the gloom of the public over the perilous 
position of the allied forces and, particularly, the American 
contingent, is changed to rejoicing. In the deaths of Col. 
Liscum of the army and Capt. Davis of the navy and the 
killing- and wounding of many other Americans, the nation 
has suffered great loss, but the knowledge that the Chinese 
are completely routed puts a new face on a situation that 
threatened the gravest disaster. In the record of these two 
days the public has had a supreme proof of the fact that it 
must lock to the Post-Dispatch for the first news and 
liable news of events.

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Insane Man Known to Hun- 
dreds in St. Louis.

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Frank Worth, better known as “Crazy” 
Ward, died Monday night at the City Asje 
lum for the Insane. 

Nearly everyone born and reared In St, 
Louls knew “Crazy” Ward or has hearé 
of him. For years he was one of the charace 
ters of the city's streets, arousing the com. 
passion of the humane and the mirth of the 
thoughtless. 

Many a 8t. Louis business man will recall 
the times in his boyhood days when he 
stoad on a street corner Istéening to the 
harangues of “Crazy’’ Ward. And the ree 
membrance .will bring up a picture of @ 
small man, sturdily bullt, with a fringe of 
gray hair about a wellshbaped head; a man 
that would have been pieked out of a thou- 
sand as having more than ordinary capa- 
bility; a man with a remarkable flow of 
language, fascinating even in the expression 
of insane vagaries. The eyes of this man 
aione told the story, They were the windows 
of a ruined mind. 

This man was not always “Crazy” Ward, 
Twenty-five years ago he was a successful 
business man with sharpened faculties and 
host of friends. He was in the house and 
sign painting business on Morgan street 
near Nintb street. 

He was known by hie real name, Fran 
Worth. The light went out of Worth's min 
ohe bright afternoon in the late "Ws. An 
aeronaut who was to make an ascension at 
the Fair Grounds gave Worth a commission 
to put a coating of ey and oil on the outer 
covering of the balloon. On the day of the 


ascension he was present to see hisemployer 


eail away into the air. ; 

The crowd shouted as the big baloon shot — 
upward, The cry of the crowd changed from 
one of delight to oneof horror when it was 
seen that the young painter was entangled 
in the ropes, 

Worth was dragged along the gorund 
head down, then carried up into the air. The 
horrified spectators saw him fall on the roof 
of a house several blocks away. 

The injured man was confined to a hos- 

ital for several weeks. His wounds healed 

ut the light of terror remained in his eyeg 
and his mind was hopelessly shattered. 

His condition made it impossible for him to 
attend to his business, but he did odd jobs 
of painting for years after his injury. 

Some of his signs may still be seen on lowe 
er Morgan street. They are characterise 
tic. After being injured Ward would not use 
any but yellow paint. If yellow paint was 
not wanted would not paint the sign at 
any price. In Meu of a signature he paint- 
ed a bright yellow balloon in the lower right 
hand corner of every sign. 

Old-time students of St. Louls Univer- 
sity in the days when that institution was 
at Ninth street and Washington avenue 
have a specially vivid recollection of 
“Crazy’’ Ward. Morning and evening he 
stood at the corner of Ninth and Lucas 
avenue and preached his famous “sermons.” 
Ward was a regular attendant at thé old 
College Church. His devotion sometimes 
amounted almost to @ disturbance, but he 
was seldom molested. Ward was taken to 
the Asylum for the Insane about seven 
years ago, when it was feared he was de- 
veloping a homicidal mania. 

He has been declining for some time. So 
far as known he had no relatives here, He 
wore a score or so of medals on hig coat 
and claimed that he served in the Civil 
war, 

It was said of Ward that he had been toe 
every fire In St. Louis for fifteen years be-

WHEAT ADVANCES - PRICES. 


Late Strength in This Grain Helps the 
Coarse Cereal to a Higher 
Range. 


MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE, July 17. 
corn news broke that market again 

rapid declines being the feature of 
the early market. Continned beneficial rains in 
Kansas and Nebraska. with scattering showers

As a whole the news affecting the fine grain was 
moderately scarce, but the continued rains could 
not help but give the bear forces more courage in 
their attacks upon the present range. 

Perhaps the most important news item a elved 
today came from the other side. It was the Mark 
Lane Express crop report. It said: “The season 
of wheat is fully a fortnight backwards, but if Au- 
gust is fide, we tay have a good crop of average 
quality, the right side of 20 bu. Continental har- 
vests seein up to the average everywhere, and safe. 
In France the yield may -be 10 per cent below 
average, but the crop in Roumania is reported tie 
largest on record.’

“T did not see a weapon near him after he 
was found and do not believe there was one 
there at the time. I saw this man sup- 
posed to be Murphy. He.seemed to know 
a good deal and if he could be found he 
might throw some light on the case. 

“Tl am satisfied that if Woodward were 
murdered it was not done by soldiers. If 
any considerable number of the men were 
out they would probably be accompanied by 
a non-commissioned officer, who would not 
permit any disturbance of the kind de- 
scribed by the Lamonte woman.’ 


Where Is 
the Revolver. 


Those who inclined to the murder theory 
point out that it would have been impos- 
sible for Woodward to have disposed of his 
revolver after shooting himself. The floor 
of the “shack” Is solid and there are no 
windows. There is not a crevice through 
which the wounded man might have thrown 
the weapon. 

A representative of the Post-Dispatch 
Monday afternoon found the ‘red paste- 
board box,’’ described by Dr. Van Tyle as 
having been found in the weeds with 
Woodward's collar and packetbook. The box 
bore a label showing it had contained a 32- 
caliber double action, center-fire revolver. 

In the pocket of Waodward’s vest three 
32-caliber, center-fire cartridges were found. 

The presence of the box and the car- 
tridges are taken as indications of suicide. 
But what became of the revolver? 

Officers at the barracks say that a soldier 
would not have taken the revolver. Wil- 
more says he did not see it. The only other 
theory advanced ts that a tramp entered 
the shack and seeing the Si man with a 
revolver lying near him appropriated the 
weapon. 

Another peculiar circumstance came to 
light as a result of the Post-Dispatch’'s in- 
vestigation. Twenty-five feet east of the en 
trance to the ‘‘shack’”’ there is a tall tree. 
A rope dangles from the limb of this tree. 
It has ro noose, but it is looped over the 
limb in such a way that it might have been 
used to strangle a man. No one at the bar- 
racks knows where this rope came from. 
When first found it was thaught Woodward 
had been strangled. 

Clara Lamonte’s story was that she ac- 
companied Woodward to the barracks Mon- 
day night of last week and that a party 
of soldiers tried ta take her away from 
Woodward.

RAIN AND WEAK CABLES. 


Wheat Yielded Reluctantly to Dis- 
couraging Conditions and Caused 
a Slight Rally, but It Was 
Not Steady. 


The decline in corn prices, which was: the 
feature of the market yesterday, continued 
Tuesday, the September future shortly 
after the opening showing a slump of 
24% cents. 

Heavy long selling and little disposition 
on the part of trade to pick up the lots 
thrown on the market, were the causes 
directly responsible for the decline. Con- 
tinued rains in the corn belt and weak 
cables were directly responsible for the 
profit-taking and indirectly precipitated the 
slump. 

The reluctance with which wheat ylelded 
to the pressure of the lower corn prices 
was all that held the market up and this 
eventually caused a slight rally. 

September corn opened at 40 cents, the 
closing figure Monday. It saon fell to 3ite 
cents, making the 2% cents decline. At this 
point it rallied to 38% cents, but soon was 
weak again, going to 37% cents. 

Wheat in sympathy fell to 73% cents, a de- 
cline of 1% cents.

Cheese Salad. 


Arrange some nice; crisp lettuce leaves 
in a circle on a plate, the stems pointin 
toward the center; on the top leat of eac 
little pile put a small pat of cottage 
cheese and a hard boiled egg, from 
which the shell has been removed. In 
serving, dish an egg, a pat of cheese and 
seyeral lettuce leaves to each person, 
Dress with mayonnaise. 


Frozen Coffee 
(Made from H. & K. Java and Mocha Coffee), 
A Simple but Delicious Summer Beverage.

of juice; scald twenty minutes and bottle 
tight. 


Coffee Cream. 


Soak one tablespoonful of gelatine in 
cold water, sufficient to cover it, for half 
an hour, then place it over boiling water, 
add half a teacupful of strong, clear cof- 
fee (H. & K. Java and Mocha makes the 
best) and add half a teacupful of sugar;
